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US to seek death 
penalty for accused 
Boston bomber 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States is to seek the 
death penalty for accused 
Boston bomber Dzhokhar 
Tsainaev if he is convicted o f 
involvement in the deadly at¬ 
tack, Attorney General Eric 
Holder said Thursday. 

"Tlie nature of the conduct 
at issue and the resultant 
harm compel this decision,' 
Holder said m a statement on 
the prosecution of the 20- 
year-old, a US citizen from a 
Chechen Muslim family. 

Tliree people were killed 
and around 2(50 wounded on 
April 15 last year when two 
bombs made of explosives- 
packed pressure cookers ex¬ 
ploded near the finish line of 
tlie Boston marathon. 

Tsarnaev, then 1?, and Ins 
2d-year-old brother Tamerlan 
Tsarnaev were cornered by 
police after a four-day man¬ 
hunt. Tamerlan died after an 
exchange of fire with police 
and Dzhokhar was wounded. 


Tlie shaggy-haired one¬ 
time student has pleaded not 
guilty to 30 federal charges 
related to the honibmgs, in¬ 
cluding 17 senous charges 
that can carry sentences of 
death or of life in prison. 

Tliese charges include 
using a weapon of mass de- 
structian resulting in death, 
as well as conspiracy and 
bombing of a place of public 
use resulting m death, and 
carjacking. 

Tsarnaev is also charged in 
comiection with tlie shooting 
death of a campus police of¬ 
ficer at tlie Massachusetts In¬ 
stitute of Technology during 
the brothers' wild overnight 
getaway attempt. 

Tlie brothers are said to 
have built the bombs with 
help firom an online A-Qaeda 
magazine, but they ai'e not 
accused of having received 
help from any organized for¬ 
eign teiTor group.

Chikungunya is a viral dis¬ 
ease transmitted to humans 
by mosquitoes carrying the 
virus. It causes fever and se¬ 
ver e j oint p am Other symp - 
toms include muscle pain, 
headache, nausea, fatigue and 
rash. Tlie disease shares same 
dim cal signs with dengue, 
and can be misdiagnosed in 
areas where dengue is com- 
111 on. Tliere is no cure for the 
disease. Treatment is focused 
on relieving the symptoms. 
The worst case scenario^ 
which health departments 
will usually extrapolate, is 
that the Chikungunya virus 


can adapt itself easily to the 
eiivirailment, wluch makes it 
immune for treatment. 

Tliere is, however, a iion¬ 
to zic solution now available 
on Aruba that can help with 
this situation: Mosquito 
Dunks.

The second phase of the

They are taking into account 
the com SI on from salt water 
Concrete is much more re¬ 
sistant to salt water than as-

The project, to be built 
with concrete and fiber, will 
have a walking path and a 
stone wall as a separatioii be¬ 
tween the beach and road 
There will also be an area for 
depositing trash Coconut and 
grape trees will line tlie area. 
The entire project is sched¬ 
uled to be completed around 
July 10th. Bic N^/ will again 
submit a quality project on 
time and keeping witlnii the 
standards set by DOW, Bic 
N.V's director said.

Apple, Ford and Walmart 
will Fndaylead 300 US com¬ 
panies ready to sign up to 
President Barack Obama's 
pledge not to discriminate 
against long-lemi unem¬ 
ployed job seekers. 

Obama said he will meet 
representatives of tlie finns at 
the White House on Friday to 
agree on a senes of best prac¬ 
tices designed to halt discnm- 
ination against those who 
have been out of work for 
months or even years m the 
wake of the financial cnsis. 

"We know that one of tlie 
biggest problems right now 


in th e j 0 b s m arket istlielong- 
tenn unemployed," Obama 
told CNN. 

"Folks are looking at that 
gap in the resume and they 
are weeding them out before 
these folks even get a chance 
at an interview." 

He said that among tlie 
companies committing to tlie 
pledge were the top 50 in tlie 
country. 

The initiative is part of 
Obama's pledge made m his 
State of the Union address 
this week to take executive 
actions to ease the disparity 
gap between the rich and 
poor in Amenca 


Top US Republican: 'Time 
to deal with' immigration 


CAMBRIDGE (AFP) - US 
House Speaker J aim Boehner 
gathered fellow congres¬ 
sional Republicans to plan 
the party'^s future on Thurs¬ 
day, saying the time had 
come for his members to help 
pass immigration reform 

Most experts agree the Re¬ 
publicans'^ low level of sup¬ 
port among voters of recent 
immigrant stock cost their 
candidates badly in recent 
elections, and the party is 
under pressure to reach out. 

But many witlun tlie p arty 
ranks fear that passing legis¬ 
lation to help regularise the 
situation of millions of un¬ 
documented migrants could 
hurt tliem with voters from 
their wlute conservative base. 

Some lawmakers are re¬ 
sisting Boehner and the party 
leaderslnp's call to move on 
immigration, and the party 
must decide whether to risk 
an internal fight before No¬ 
vember's congressional elec¬ 
tions. 

One possible compromise 
would be for the party to 
agree basic pnnciples on im¬ 
migration reform but post¬ 
pone a vote on any new law 
until a new Congress sits in 
2015. 

Secluded at a bayside 
hotel on Maryland's Eastern 
Shore for a three-day retreat, 
the Republican majority in 
House of Representatives 


was tin ashing out guidelines 
for candidates. 

F^.epuhlican aides signalled 
that party leaders are circulat¬ 
ing policy proposals that in¬ 
cluded a pathway to legal 
status -- but not citizenship -- 
for many of the 11 million 
people living in the shadows. 

"Tins problem has been 
around fi)r at least the last 15 
years. It's been turned into a 
political football," Eoelmer 
told reporters on tlie sidelines 
of tlie closed-door sessions. 

"I think it's unfair, so I 
think it's time to deal with it 
But how you deal with it is 
going to be critically impor¬ 
tant." 

Pv.epublican leaders have 
acknowledged the need for 
refonn, citing the party's low 
support among a growing 
Hispainc connnunity. 

But they have stressed 
they will proceed piecemeal 
rather than allowing a single 
grand refomi bill to pass, 
while ^proving separate leg¬ 
islation to address issues like 
improving border security. 

Boehner would not be 
drawn on whether the pro¬ 
posals address the cntical le- 
g alization -v ersus-citizen slnp 
issue. 

"We're going to talk to our 
members today about the 
pnnciples that tlie leaderslup 
team has put together," he 
said.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Tlie 
United States accused the 
Syrian regime Tliursday of 
dragging its feet over its 
chemic^ weapons stockpile 
and urged Damascus to im¬ 
mediately hand over the 
cache as promised for de- 
stnictiaii 

Top US officials voiced con¬ 
cern that a deadline set with 
Damascus to remove the 
most dangerous chemical 
arms fi:om the country had 
b een missed by a montli. 
"Syria must immediately 
take... the necessary actions 
to comply with its obliga¬ 
tions," said State Department 
spokeswoman Jen Psaki. 

Tne world's chemical watch¬ 
dog said Wednesday that 
Damascus had handed over 
less tlian five percent of the 
most dangerous chemicals in 
its armorv 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - It's 
as if the last seven years 
never happened Hillary 
Clinton IS tile prohibitive 
early Democratic favonte in 
the White House race 

A Washington Post poll 
Tliursday had Clinton obliter¬ 
ating the potential Demo¬ 
cratic field and showed she 
would handily dispatch scan¬ 
dal-dented Republican hope¬ 
ful Chns Christie m a 2D 16 
general election. 

Still, the fact that Clinton 
IS leading polls at tins early 
stage hardly means she'll 
burst through the glass ceil¬

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Italian court again convicts Knox, 
Sollecito for murder 


FLORENCE (AFP) - A court 
in Flor-ence on Thursday sen¬ 
tenced American student 
Amanda Knox tc 2S years and 
£iz months in prison for the 
murder of her British house¬ 
mate in 2007 m the latest dra¬ 
matic twist in the high-profile 
case. 

The court after 12 hours of 
deliberations, also found 
Knox's former Italian 
boyfiTend Raffaele Sollecito 
guilty for killing Mereditli 
Kercher in the university town 
of Pemgia and sentenced Inm 
to 25 yeai's 

Knox was following tlie pro¬ 
ceedings from her hometown 
ofSeattJemthe United States, 
where she has lived since a 
previous acquittal in 2 011. 

" It was a real blow, “ said her 
lawyer, Luciano Ghirga. 

Experts say it is extremely 
unlikely Knox could be extra¬ 
dited even if the sentence is 
upheld by the supreme couii, 
although her fieedom of move¬ 
ment outside the Umled States 
could be severely curtailed. 

Sollecito was also not in 
court for tlie verdict, although 
he attended a hearing earlier on

This conviction was based 
on nothing. It's absurd. F.af- 
faele Sollecito is innocent,"

Speaking ahead of the ver¬ 
dict, her 34-year-old brotlier 
Lyle said: "We are not going to 
get closure today so there 
won't be any celebration on 
our part, but it's hopefully a 
step towards reaching a con¬ 
clusion. " 

Knox, Sollecito and a lliird 
person, drug dealer Paidy 
Guede, were initially con¬ 
victed for the crime, winch 
pro seculors said was tlie result 
of a sex game turned violent 
due to tensions between 
Kercher and Knox. 

Guede is now the only one 
of tlie three still m prison after 
exhausting Ins appeals but in¬ 
vestigators say that multiple 
stab wounds on the body from 
two different kinves indicate 
he could not have acted alone. 

Knox and Sollecito have al¬ 
ways proteste dtlieir innocence 
and Guede has changed lus 
story several times but main¬ 
tains he did not commit the 
murder although he was in the 
house when it happened. 


US says 92 nuclear officers tied 
to cheating scandal 


WASHINGTON (AFP)-Tlie 
US Air Force said on Thurs¬ 
day that 92 nuclear missile of- 
frcers ai'e now implicated in a 
widening scandal over cheat¬ 
ing on exams and have been 
suspended fromtlieir duties. 

Air Force Secretary Debo¬ 
rah Lee James said she re¬ 
turned from a visit to missile 
bases convinced there were 
“systemic problems" among 
crew members related to 
morale, refening to a climate 
of‘undue stress and fear.“ 

"As the investigation has 
moved forward, we can now 
report there is a total of 92 
crew members that have been 
identified as having some 


level of involvement," James 
told a news conference. 

"Tlial means eitlier partici¬ 
pating in the cheating or 
knowing something about it 
and not standing up and re- 
poiting it.“ she said 

Two weeks ago, officials 
said 34 officers were impli¬ 
cated at Malmstrom Air Force 
basem Montana 

The mounting scandal, as 
well as other incidents, have 
prompted commanders to put 
a hold on any promotions of 
senior officers in the nuclear 
mission, a defense official, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, told AFP 
The cheating was discov¬ 


ered when cnminal investiga¬ 
tors looking into illegal drug 
possession among missile 
launch officers stumbled upon 
evidence of cheating on a 
monthly proficiency test at the 
Montana base. 

The investigators found one 
officer had the answers to a 
monthly proficieni::y test on 
Ins mobile phone and had sent 
them to his fellow crewmem¬ 
bers. 

James said the illicit dnig 
case has also widened and 
now two more officers have 
been implicated, bringing the 
total to 13 airmen tied to the 
probe. 


Drug trafficking ravages 
Central American forests 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Dmg trafficking in Central 
Amenca is emerging as a 
major threat to forests, as 
smugglers cut trees for secret 
roads, landing stnps and fake 
farms to launder money, re¬ 
searchers said Thursday 

Tins widespread environ¬ 
mental abuse in remote re¬ 
gions of Honduras, Guatemala 
and Nicaragua 13 a direct result 
of US anti-drug policies, ex¬ 
perts wrote in the journal Sci¬ 
ence. 

"In response to the crack¬ 
down in Mexico, drug traffick¬ 
ers began moving south into 
Central America ai'Dund 2Q07 
to find new routes through re¬ 
mote are as to move their drugs 
fi'om South America and get 
them to the United States," 
said lead author Kendra Mc- 
Sweeney, a geography profes¬ 
sor at Ohio Stale Umversity. 

"When drug traffiickers 
moved in, they brought eco¬ 
logical devastation witil tliem " 

Drug traffickers carve out 
spaces in the forest where tliey 
can build secret slipping net¬ 
works. 

Ttiey pay bribes to locals 
and pro seculors and clear trees 
to make faimland or oil-palm 
plantations, but tlie land actu¬ 
ally serves as a fi'ont to help 
launder ding money. 

Researchers found that an¬ 


nual deforestation quadrupled 
in Honduras firom 2007 and 
2Q11, just as cocaine traffick¬ 
ing in the country also rose 
dramatically. 

When Me Sweeney, who has 
done research in Honduras 
over the past two decades, 
asked locd people what was 
causing the deforestation, 
"they would tell us. los nar¬ 
cos,'" or dmg traffiickers, she 
said. 

She said anolbei’telltale sign 
was the unusual requests from 
locals to get change for $20 
bills, in areas wliei'e US dollars 
are not the common curi'ency. 

"When that starts happen¬ 
ing, you know narcos are 
there," she said. 

Tire paper said that defor¬ 
estation rates in Honduras, 
Guatemala, and Nicai'agua 
have been among the highest 
in Latm Amen c a and tlie 
world since 2000. 

After 2005, the rate of de¬ 
forestation increased, particu¬ 
larly in the biodiversity 
hotspot known as tlie 
Canbbean lowlands of the 
Meso amen can Biological Cor- 
ndor. 

More study is needed to 
confirm the full extent of the 
link between US anti-drug 
policies and deforestation m 
other couutiies. Me Sweeney 
said. 
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Using peanuts to cure allergy 



PARIS (AFP) - Doctors said 
Thursday they could treat 
peanut allergy by feeding cliil- 
dren the very dung tlreir b odiei; 
reject, so building tolerance 
that could save a life in case of 
accidenbal ingestion. 

Small doses of peanut pow¬ 
der taken over several montlis 
seemed to induce tolerance in 
children with the potentially 
deadly allergy, areseai'ch team 
wrote Wednesday in The 
L anc et me di c al j oum al. 

After siz months of treat¬ 
ment, dubbed oral im¬ 
munotherapy or OIX S4-91 
percent of the clhldren m a trial 
could safely tolerate daily 
doses of SQO mg (D.QS ounces) 
of peanut powder --the equiv¬ 
alent of about five peanuts, 
wrote tlie team 

Tins was 25 times the 
amount they could tolerate b e- 
fore the therapy and much 
larger tfian any accidental dose 
is likely to ever be, 

‘The ti'eatment allowed chil¬ 


dren with all seventies of 
peanut allergy to eat large 
quantities of peanuts, well 
above the levels found in con¬ 
taminated snacks and meals, 
freeing them and their parents 
from the fear of a potentially 
life tlireatemng allergic reac¬ 
tion,"' said study leader An¬ 
drew Clark from Cambridge 
University Hospitals. 

The trial mvolved 99 allergic 
cluldren aged seven to sixteen. 

One in five of the kids re¬ 
ceiving OITreported "adverse 
events" -- mo stly mild itcliing 
ofthemoutlx the authors said.

GRENOBLE (AFP) - French 
doctors have stalled tiying to 
bring Formula One legend 
Michael Schumacher out of 
the induced coma he was 
placed in after a neai-fatal ski 
accident in December. 

The dmgs used to keep 
Schumacher, 4S, unconscious 
have begun to be reduced, 
though it may be some tune 
yet before he comes to, his 
spokeswoman, Sabine Kehm, 
said in a statement released on 
Thursday 

It was uncleai' when the 
waking-up process actually 
began or when it was sched¬ 
uled to be completed. Tlie first 
report that it was uiideiway 
came on Sunday in France's 
Journal du Dimanche and a 
subsequent fluriy of similar 
media reports prompted the 
family to make a statement. 

Schimiaclier has been in in¬ 
tensive care in Grenoble Um- 
versity Hospital since being 
flown there by helicopter fol- 
lowinglus December 29 acci¬ 
dent in tlie Alpine resort of 
Menbel 

Tlie German fell and hit his 
head against a rock after ven- 
tunng on to a small off-piste 
section wlule skiing witli his 


son and a group of friends. 

Tlie impact of the collision 
was sufficiently powerful to 
Epbt the helmet he was wear¬ 
ing and cause severe head in¬ 
juries. 

Surgeons said he suffered 
bleeding and bnusing on lus 
brain and a scan showed 
" wid espread 1 esi ons"' After tlie 
surgery be was placed in a 
medically induced coma and 
his body temperature was 
cooled to reduce tlie nsk of 
fiirther damage. 

Another surgeiy was earned 
out Dll December 3Q to reduce 
bleeding 

There has been no indication 
as to whether Schumacber has 
a chance of making a fiill re¬ 
covery. 

Experts have luiderlined tliat 
it is rai'e to keep a patient in an 
artificial coma for more than 
three weeks and have sti'essed 
that the next phase of bis re¬ 
covery IS likely to be compli¬ 
cated and fi'aught with the nsk 
of setbacks 

Bernard Vigue of the Uni¬ 
versity Hospital Centre at 
Bicetre neai' Pans said Schu¬ 
macher could have montlis, if 
not years, of therapy ahead of 
hun.

A social networking app 
called SocialRadar released 
Tluirsday analyzes smartphone 
users* social networks includ¬ 
ing Facebook and Twitter, and 
CDiTelates tliat witli location 
data to let p eople know in real 
time about their coimections to 
those around tliem. 

Wlnle some apps already use 
geolocation data SocialRadar 
ag^egates infoimation from 
major social networks and 
matches tliat with a smatt- 
pholie's location for "real-tune 
intelligence." 

nns means you can see in 
real time the people around you 
with whom you share a con- 
nei::tiDn across several searvices 


"There ai'e over a billion 
people witli smartphones, and 
more tlian two billion social 
media pro files in the doud, but 
no mtersection of that infbnna- 
tioix" says SocialRadar 
founder and cluef executive 
Mi'Chael Chasen. 

Chasen, 41, who founded 
the education software tool 
Blackboard in 1997 and sold it 
in 7011 for 11.7 billion, says 
SocialRadar can be useful &r 
business networking as well as 
for socializing.

Speech requires both sides of brain 


PAPJS (AFP) - Humans need 
both sides of hieir brain for 
speech, according to a study 
Wednesday tliat could rewrite 
tlierapy for people verbally im¬ 
paired by a stroke. 

A mainstream fiieoiy m neu¬ 
rology IS that speech and lan¬ 
guage are "laterallsed“ skills — 
hius controlled by only one 
side of the brain, in this case 
tlie left. 

But hie concept's weal^ point 
IS hiat it has been mainly based 
on indirect, rallier hian direct, 
observation of Low the brain 
operates. 

Researchers at New York 
Umversity seized a unique op¬ 
portunity to gel a dearer view 

They worked witli Id volun¬ 
teers who had electrodes im¬ 
planted to map their hraiii 
activity — a technique called 


ele ctro c orb c o gram hiat is used 
as a precursor for surgery for 
exti'eme epilepsy. 

It IS considered even more 
accurate than 3D scanning in 
detemuning when and where 
neurons are fired. 

The volunteers were asked 
to repeat nonsense words such 
as “pob" and "kig" in order to 
isolate brain ai'eas activated 
for speech -- the pronunciation 
of words. 

Because these words had no 
meaning, a different part of hie 
brain was used to generate 
them than the ai'ea used for 
language -- winch entails un¬ 
derstanding words and using 
them in sentences. 

Tie scEms revealed tliat 
speech is in fact "bilateralised" 
-- meaning that areas in both 
hemispheres of the brain are 


harnessed in making words, 
said hie study published in the 
British scientific journal Na¬ 
ture 

The specific areas ai'e the bi¬ 
lateral infen or frontal and the 
inferiorpanetal, superior tem- 
peral, premotor aud so¬ 
matosensory CDitices 

“□ur findings upend what 
has been universally ac- 
cepted,“ associate professor 
Bijan Pesaran said in a press 
release"We can begin to de¬ 
velop uew ways to aid those 
hying to regain the ability to 
speak after a stroke or injuries 
resulting 111 brain damage. 

“With tins greater under¬ 
standing of the speech pro cess, 
we can retool rehabilitation 
mehiods in ways that isolate 
speech recovery aud don't in¬ 
volve language."

Controversial 
scientist claims 
pesticide 
toxicity 'proof 

PARJS (AFP) - Aiontroveisial 
French biolDgist, whose 3012 
paper on the alleged dangers of 
pesticides was withdrawn, has 
published new claims tliat the 
chemicals were mEuiy times 
more toxic tliau adveitised. 

Gill es-Efic Seralim's eai'lier 
work found tliat rats exposed 
to genetically modified maize 
and tlie pesticide Roundup de¬ 
veloped tumours and other 
heal til problems, but Ins find¬ 
ings were questioned and Ins 
paper m the journal Food and 
Chemical Toxicology finally 
retracted after his study metli- 
ods wei'e found laclang. 

He told AFP on Thursday 
tliat follow-up tests, tins time 
using hiunan cells, showed 
that P.oundnp and other pesti¬ 
cides tliat can be bought over 
the counter were “between two 
and 1,QD0 times more toxic 
than their main, activ e ingredi - 
ent". 

Tns was problematic, said 
Seraliiii, as tlie toxicity of the 
active ingredient is what deter¬ 
mines product guidelines for 
accepted exposure levels to the 
pesticide being used 

Seralim's eai'lier paper was 
quashed after it prompted 
probes of pesticide safety by 
several national health agen¬ 
cies as well as the European 
Food Safety Authority 
(EFSA), 

Tie new study was pub¬ 
lished m the journal Biomed 
Research hiternational, co- 
signedby two of Seralim's col¬ 
leagues at the University of 
Caen in France. 

It tested tliree herbicides 
(R.oundup, Matin El and 
Starane 200), tln'eeinsecticides 
(Pirimor G, Confidor and Pol¬ 
ysect Ultra), and three fungi¬ 
cides (Maronee, Opus and 
Eyetak). 

Neitiier Roundup manufac¬ 
turer Monsanto nor the EFSA 
could be reached for comment 
on Thursday. 

Tie findings were wel¬ 
comed by the French NGO 
Generations Futures (Future 
Generations), which de¬ 
manded ftill disclosure of all 
the ingredients of pesti cides. 
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Facebook powers 
higher on earnings, 
unveiis new app 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Face- 
book siiEures jumped to record 
Inghs Thursday, buoyed by 
news of sironger-than-ez- 
pecled profits and azslmg 
gains in mobile adveitising 
revenue. 

The gains catne as Facebook 
introduced a new motile app 
aimed at becoming a social 
newspaper of sorts for tlie 
members of the worid‘s biggest 
social network. 

Tlie stock ended up 14.1 
percent at an all-time closing 
lugh of 161.03 a day after 
Facebook reported that profit 
m the fourtli quarter jumped 
eightfold from a year earlier to 
$5?3 million, boosting its net 
income for the year to J 1.5 bil¬ 
lion 

Mark Mahaney at RBC 
Capital Markets said he was 
"more positive" on Facebook 
after the strong quarterly re¬ 
port 

“Tlie most important Inter¬ 
net trend by fai" is MOBILE, 
and Facebook has become a 
MOBILE company," he wrote 
m a reseai'ch note. 

Scott Devitt at Morgan Stan¬ 
ley said Facebook's results 
"show no signs of slowing mo- 
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bile momentum" and noted 
tliat the comp any has managed 
to skillfully get more ad rev¬ 
enues. 

The figures suggest that 
Facebook improves its ability 
to make ads more relevant and 
less intrusive to users," he said 
m a reseai'ch note. 

In another sign of its focus 
on mobile, Facebook unveiled 
its new app called "Paper," an 
online newspaper for viewing 
and sharing articles and otlier 
content from a smaitphone, 

“Paper makes storytelling 
more beauhful with an immer¬ 
sive design and fullscreen, dts- 
tracti on-free layouts," 

Facebook said in a blog post 
announcing the new serace. 

The app, the first product 
fi’om Facebook Creative Labs, 
will be available Febmaiy 3 
for iPhone users 

Paper presents stones and 
themed sections to allow peo¬ 
ple to follow topics ranging 
fi'om news headlines to food to 
sports and science. 

It has a tiled design that al¬ 
lows users to customiEe the 
display alongside a personal 
Facebook feed. 

The partners in Paper were 
not named, but a video released 
by Facebook showed a user 
scrolling articles and content 
from Tire New York Times, 
Time magazine, USA Today, 
Hie Huffington Post and oth¬ 
ers 

The app will allow for full¬ 
screen viewing of videos and 
will "make it easy to spot arti¬ 
cles firom tnisted publishers 
and decide what to read or 
watcli," it added. 

Facebook said users could 
tilt their phones to scroll 
tlirough liigh-resolution 
panoramic photos and to zoom 
into details like faces 


US growth brings reprieve for 
markets, emerging currencies 


LONDON (AFP) -Sti'ong US 
growth figures brought a re- 
pneve to markets on Thursday 
after a Federal Reseive stimu¬ 
lus cut rattled emerging econ¬ 
omy currencies despite rate 
rises by India, SouUi Africa 
and Turkey. 

European stoicksinitially fell 
after the Fed's announcement 
it would reduce its bond-buy¬ 
ing program by $10 billion to 
%65 billion per mantli, citing a 
pick-up m tlie US economy 

But the mo od turned around 
after the aimoiuicement that 
the US economy grew at a 
strouger-than-ezpected annual 
rate of 3.3 percent in the fourth 
quaiter. 

By the end of trade, Frank¬ 
furt's DAX 30 added 0.39 per¬ 
cent and tlie CAC 4Q in Pans 
rose 0.55 percent Loudon's 
FTSE 100 was marginally 
lower. 

And on Wall Street, the 
news on fourth quarter eco¬ 
nomic growth, as well as some 
sigmficantly strong corporate 
earnings results, notably Face- 
book's, drove a firm rebound 

Tlie Dow Jones fiidustnal 
Average ended up 0.70 per¬ 
cent, the broader SdbP 500 
1.13 percent, and the Nasdaq 
Composite, p owered by strong 
gains in Facebook, Twitter, 
Google and oilier online ad-de¬ 
pendent tech stocks, jumped 
1.77 percent 

Earlier, Asian mai’kets, 
which mostly finished trading 
aliead of the us GDP an¬ 
nouncement, fell heavily agaui 
on the news the US central 
bank furtlier reduced its quan¬ 
titative easing (QE) stimulus 
overnight. 

In cun'encies, the emerging 
maiket economies hurt most 
by the turmoil, Russia's ruble, 
the South Afirican rand, 
Turkey's lira, Brazil's real and 
tlie Indian rupee were all either 
flat or stronger, even as the 
dollar itself surged against 
otlier m a| 0 r cuiT enci es. 



Hie Fed justified its second 
cut til as many months to the 
quantitative easing stimulus 
program -- bringing it to $l35 
billion a month from $S5 bil¬ 
lion in December — citing 
“growing underlying strength 
in the broader economy." 

Combined with the USOc- 
tober-Dec ember growth data, 
that was good news for a 
global economy warned about 
slower growth m China, a key 
motor for emerging and poorer 
economies because it buys so 
many raw materials firom 
them. 

The rebound however did 
not necessarily spell a respite 
from more tunnoil. The Fed's 
move slows down tlie flow of 
easy money mto the global fi¬ 
nancial mai'ketplace, while 
stronger US growth boosts the 
attractiveness of the US to cap¬ 
ital. 

And as a result of both, US 
dollai' yields went up as well, 
another pull on capital from 
more risky markets 

Meanwluie developing 
counti’ies face their own chal¬ 
lenges of slower growth and, 
for many, lugh infiation. 

Monetaiy tightening in a 
number of countiies "will have 
a very negative effect on in¬ 
vestment and consumption," 
said Plnhppe Martin of 
France's Sciences Po umver- 
sity. 

In addition, falling curren¬ 
cies where governments and 
the private sector have higii 
US dollar-denominated debt 
“will see their debt explode," 
he warned. 

"Hiere would then be conta¬ 
gion via international trade," 
hitting growth for the world 
economy. 

Nick Stameiikovic at RIA 
Capital Markets in London 
said" emerging market volatil¬ 
ity looks set to continue. 


"P^.ate hikes in Turkey and 
South Africa have failed to lift 
their beleaguered airreuicies as 
investors fi'et about tlie adverse 
impact on growth in both 
countries." 

Stameiikovic said tliose 
most at risk are counbcies suf¬ 
fering from sizeable current 
account defrcits which ai'e 
heavily dependent on capital 
m flows. 

Economist Neil MacKinnon 
at Russian fimi VTB Capital, 
described the outlook as 
“poor" for emerging nations, 
adding tliat rate in'creases were 
“unsustauiable" and hurt 
growth 

"It IS poor fiindamentals 
rattier than Fed tapering winch 
IS keeping pressui'e on" coun- 
tnes like Brazil, India, Indone¬ 
sia, Turkey and Soutli Africa, 
winch investors have taken to 
caHing the firagile five. 

"P^.aising interest rates to de¬ 
fend currenicies is not sustain¬ 
able given the impact on those 
countries' economic growth/ 
he added. 

Aigentma's plight under¬ 
scores the cliallenges. Hie cen¬ 
tral bank reported another $2 1 
billion fall in foreign reserves 
to just $33.5 billion fins month 
as It sou^tto defend file peso, 
winch neveitlieless is down 
more than 18 percent Since 
JacLuaiy 1. 

In R-Ussia, where the ruble 
hit an all-time low against file 
euro, there was talk that the 
Central Bank may delay a 
planned 3015 free-float of the 
currency because of its precip¬ 
itous drop.
